being connected with each other wherein each of the front cap, 
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the heel cap, and the sole part is a three-dimensional plastic 
molded part .

Claim 4^ (Currently amended) [[:]] Footwear The footwear according 
to claim 1, characterized in that wherein an insole -(-£-)- is sewn 
in in the a forefoot region of the forefoot . 

Claim 5^ (Currently amended) [[:]] Footwear The footwear according 
to claim 4, characterized in that wherein the insole -f3-^ is 
connected with the front cap -H4- by a Strobel seam -(-9-)- or by 
gluing or the like an adhesive .

Claim 10^ (Currently amended) [[:]] Footwear The footwear 
according to claim 1, characterized in that all parto attached to 
the wedge — (-2-H — ouch ao the inoolc — (-3-) — and the rear cap — ( 4 ) , 
further comprising a wedge and an insole, and wherein the insole 
and the heel cap are connected on the a side of tke a last. 
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Claim 11^ (Currently amended) [[:]] Footwear The footwear 
according to claim 1, characterized in that the further 
comprising a wedge -f2-f and the an insole -f3-)- that are 
horizontally separated from each other . 

12. (New) Footwear comprising an upper, a front cap, a heel cap, 
and a sole, the front cap, the heel cap, and the sole being 
interconnected preformed three-dimensional plastic molded parts 
with the sole configured as an anatomically shaped foot bed. 
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
